A RESOLUTION authorizing the 
Mayor of Fort Wayne to apply 
for designation of an 
Industrial Recovery Site- 
Fruehauf facility. 


WHEREAS, The Mayor of the City of Fort Wayne has 
been requested to apply for an industrial recovery site 
designation, pursuant to I.C. 6-3.1-11, for the real estate 
known as the former Fruehauf facility, under purchase 
agreement with Slater Steel Corporation. The location of 
the facility is at 2201 Pontiac Street in Fort Wayne, 
Indiana, and is more generally described as: 


Lot "A" and Lot "B" in Fruehauf Industrial 
Addition to the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, 
according to the plat thereof, recorded in Plat 
Record 16, page 64, in the Office of the Recorder 
of Allen County, Indiana, containing 35.04 acres, 
subject to easements, 


TOGETHER WITH: 


Part of the Southwest Quarter of Section 7, 
Township 30 North, Range 13 East, in Allen County, 
Indiana, more particularly described as follows: 


Beginning at the Northeast corner of Lot "B" in 
Fruehauf Industrial Addition to the City of Fort 
Wayne, Indiana, according to the plat thereof, 
recorded in Plant Record 16, page 64, in the 
Office of the Recorder of Allen County, Indiana, 
said point being on the East line of the Southwest 
Quarter of Section 7, Township 30 North, Range 13 
East, allen County, Indiana; thence Northwesterly 
along the Northerly line of said Lot "B," parallel 
to and 188.0 feet Southwesterly of the centerline 
of the Eastbound main track of Conrail Railroad 
(original centerline of Pittsburgh, Fort Wayne and 
Chicago Railway Company), a distance of 435.3 
feet; thence East with a deflection angle to the 
right of 151 degr. 58 min. 40 sec. a distance of 
157.5 feet to a point being 114.0 feet 
Southwesterly of said track centerline; thence 
Southeasterly with a deflection angle to the right 
of 28 degr. 01 min. 20 sec. and parallel to said 
track centerline, a distance of 257.85 feet to a 
point on the East line of the SW 1/4 of Sec. 7-30- 
13; thence South with a deflection angle to the 
right of 62 degr. 33 min. 10 sec. along said East 
line, a distance of 83.4 feet to the point of 
beginning, containing 0.59 acres, subject to 
easements. 


Together with approximately six (6) acres lying 
immediately east of the above described real 
estate and shown on the perimeter boundary 
described in Exhibit "A" attached hereto. 
Together with all parking facilities owned by 
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seller lying west of Central Drive, as shown on 
the perimeter boundary drawing attached as Exhibit 
"A." (The entire premises described herein being 
approximately 42 acres more or less.) 

WHEREAS, the above-described real estate contains 
within its complex of buildings more than 300,000 square 
feet of floor space, has in excess of fifty percent of the 
complex older than forty years and has had vacant at least 
seventy-five percent of the floor space of the buildings 
sought to be rehabilitated for more than two years; and 

WHEREAS, Indiana Code 6-3.1-11 allows for an 
income tax credit for the rehabilitation of buildings 
located within an Industrial Recovery Site; and, 

WHEREAS, the Slater Steel property qualifies as an 
Industrial Recovery Site due to the facility's age, size and 
vacancy; and 

WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne desires to restore 
the above-described real estate as a manufacturing facility, 
providing jobs in the community and stimulating further 
economic development in the community. 

BE IT THEREFORE RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. That the Common Council of Fort Wayne, 
Indiana, supports the Mayor's efforts to designate the 
above-described Slater Steel property as an Industrial 
Recovery Site and authorizes the submission of an 
application to the State Enterprise Zone Board under I.C. 6-

and its approval by the Mayor.
